Sec. Cuomo, Rev. Jackson urge, 
reinvestment in public housing

Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) Secretary Andrew Cuomo has 
joined the Rev. Jesse L. Jackson, Sr. in 
Supporting the transformation of pub- 
lic housing from institutions to com- 
munities. 

Cuomo said public housing "was 
a good idea gone bad" and added, dur- 
ing a radio broadcast that "in some 
cases was poorly implemented." 

He said it was "too big, too dense, 
too concentrated, too isolated and did- 
n't provide people with the services 
they needed. We want to transform 
public housing.’ 

In outlining HUD's commitment 
to re-energizing America’s public 
housing Cuomo said that 
must assume some responsibility in 
thinking their “way out of poverty.” 
He added that people will be empow- 
ered to do that with HUD as a partner 
in urban development with a focus on 
allowing residents to “shape their own 
lives, their own destinies.” 

In outlining remedies to the cur- 
rent public housing situation Cuomo 
did suggest that home ownership will 
not work for everyone “right off the 
bat.” Instead, he said that the key to 
transforming the situation is educa- 


|. tion and jobs. Cuomo and Jackson did 


agree that progress will not happen if 
the press continues to paint public 
housing in a negative lighL"The 
media must be a factor in ending the 


stereotypes about public housing," 
Jackson toldreportery. A product of 
public housing himself, Jackson con 
tinued to say that while the facilities 
offer a step up for some families, 
"these shackles must now be broken." 

While Jackson did admit that it 
will take some time to effect change, 
he said that jobs must be the corner- 
stone of the transformation. “We fare- 
to-work requires an infrastructure, job 
training, daycare, transportation and а | 
job. That’s part of the mix in this 
move towards affordable housing.” he 
said. He added that {0 achieve this 
people need access to capital. 

“Once we break these stereo- 
types, we can use our political lever- 
age and our yotes for reinvestment, 
Jackson said. The concept of public 
housing, he continued, "didn't come 
from heaven. It came up from hell.” 
And over the last 10 years, he 
declared, the government has failed to 
invest in America’s poor working 
families or adequately address the 
social conditions that allow the total 
disintegration of the public housing 
system, creating havens for delin- 
quency and crime, Instead, the gov- 
ernment has responded by building 
more prisons. "Half of all public 
housing built have been jail cells. 
There must be a redirection of our 
energies," he urged. 

“You either educate our youth on 
the front side, provide jobs for their 
parents and affordable housing and 
not jails as reactionary institutions," 
Jackson said.

Although 
Martin Luther King, Jr. never wrote or 
spoke about issues such as abortion ог 
homosexuality, Ms. King says that his 
faith in God would speak to what side 
he would take. 
King's address was well 
received by the audience, which 
included Rich Pezzulio, candidate for 
governor on the Conservative Party 
ticket. Pezzulio said that his party has 
been working for years to tear down 
the walls between communities and 
welcomed the address by Ms. King 
“The walls are coming up for the same 
reason that people don’t know who 
their next door neighbor is,” he said.

They're not tak- 
ing the time getting to know the other 
people in their community. If we 
would just get to know each other, we 
would realize we all have the same 
problems, the same hopes, the same 
dreams for our kids.

The prison 
industry may be a double-edged 
sword for African-American commu- 
nities who want safer streets and the 
well-paying, recession proof jobs it 
creates, but whose primary commodi- 
ty is Black men and women.

Bloomingdale’s flunks 
customer service 


In this day, when sometimes the only thing that distinguishes two busi- 

ses is the type of service they provide their customers, surely one would 
think that Bloomingdale's would be in the forefront in providing good cus- 
tomer service for the big bucks it charges for its products. Yet in just the last 
week, three stories of what seems to be the practice of blatant racism have sur- 
faced regarding two Bloomingdale’s stores in New Jersey. 

Although these mishaps stick out like a sore thumb, each day, black shop- 
pers are subjected to the inane scrutiny of store security as they go about 
spending their estimated $1.7 billion of spendable income in the Newark area 
alone. 

If, in the spirit of building customer relations, stores were to take a poll 
of their black shoppers, they would probably become aware of the global har- 
rassment that black shoppers feel in their stores. 

Bloomingdale's obviously sees black customers as a one-time buy or they 
would strive to keep them coming back. In "Delight Me:The Ten command- 
ments of Customer Service," the authors state: 

Some people think that customer satisfaction insures customer loyalty. In 
fact, most organizations have this concept called "customer loyalty" back- 
wards. Customer don't have to be loyal; businesses have to be loyal to their 
customers by delivering on their promises.. Ofter managers assert, ‘He (the 
customer) is no longer loyal." Upon further inquiry, we discover that the firm 
stopped delivering on its promise, thereby releasing the customer from any 
obligation to continue purchasing from it. 

Та most stores in New Jersey and many other businesses that service black 
people, there is little sign that blacks are valued customers from the intense 
scrutiny by security guards to the lack of interest in helping black customers 
get the most from their buying dollar, 

It's unfortunate that these incidents happened, it is worst that black peo- 
ple continue to patronize stores that don’t value them and it is unconscionable 
Bloomingdale's seems unwilling to resolve this racist practice.

After retiring from the bench at 
age 70, the Morehouse College grad- 
uate ran successfully for the 
Congressional seat formerly held by 
Rep. Charles Diggs (D-Mich.). He 
was re-elected five times to represent 
the people of Michigan's 13th 
District. 

I wish I could bottle the water that 


gave him so much courage, making 
his life pour out so much in the like- 
ness of Paul Robeson’s. If I could, I 
would certainly invite most White 
holders of public office, and many 
Blacks in public life to drink it while 
they are still in office, hoping it would 
make them more like him.

‘Ask most any American what is the 
key to wealth and you'll get an answer 
that incorporates enterprise and invest- 
ing. Ask an African American and the 
answer probably will incorporate the 
government and politics. 

What does the term "empower- 
ment” mean? In most cases when 
African Americans mention empower- 
ment they are talking about political 
franchise and not business franchise. 
These discussions categorically over- 
look the fact that small businesses and 
entrepreneurs are the backbone of this 
country. Even though the spirit, energy 
and outlook of businesses are the obvi- 
ous fuel for economic growth in 
‘America, this fact seems to escape most 
blacks, who are more comfortable push- 
ing welfare and similar social programs 
as a way of growing their economy. 
People in economics say, “Is there any 
wonder that racial economic inequality) 


is still widening?” 

As ап economic entity, African- 
American household buying power 
amounts to 

$400 billion annually, and in the 30 
since the massive Civil Rights 


years 
Майын the black middle-class has - 


experienced rapid growth. African- 
American families earning between 
$50,000 and $75,000 increased 28 рег- 
cent between 1970 and 1992 and fami- 
lies earning over $75,000 increased 206 
percent during this period. In contrast to 
similar economic growth among Asians 
and their businesses during this period, 
the bulk of black economic growth came 
from gaining managerial and profession- 
al jobs. 

If blacks don’t start looking to that 
which brings wealth we will enter the 
21st Century in economic slavery. In 
1992, family income inequality was at 
its highest level since 1967: The median

Possession of land, labor, capital and 
entrepreneurial resources are the basics 
of American economics. In a free enter- 
prise economy economic forces flow 
from ownership of resources. Lack of

During the 1980s, the proportion 
of African American high school 
sophomores expecting eventually to 
graduate from college doubled from 
35 to 70 percent. But the proportion 
enrolled in an academic program rose 
only to 59 percent. Two years after 
their expected time of high school 
graduation, only one-fourth were 
actually enrolled in college and work- 
ing towards a bachelor’s degree 

According to William H. Gray, 
IIL, president and chief executive offi- 
cer of The College Fund, Volume III 
of The Status of Education in Black 

America "provides information about 
the challenges facing African 
Americans in their transition from 
high school to college and from col- 
lege to the workplace. It forms a pow- 
erful way of thinking about both the 
educational progress and the chal- 
lenges which must be confronted by 
those concerned about the academic 
performance of African American stu- 
dents. It is our hope that the compila- 
tion of this data which previously 
existed in isolation will allow for a 
new research agenda around these 
issues and pave the way for improving 
educational opportunities and out- 
comes in the future.” 

“High aspirations are desirable, of 
course,” said Dr. Michael T. Nettles, 
executive director of the Frederick D. 
Patterson Research Institute, which 
compiled the report. “But aspirations 
alone are not enough. There has to be 
academic effort and achievement.” 

‘Among other significant findings 
in the new report:

However, as the size of the armed 
forces has shrunk over the past 15 
years. the number of young black men 
in the military has declined from 
289.000 to 130,000. 

“This represents a real loss in 
opportunity and social mobility,” 
Nettles said, “particularly for those 
with just a high school diploma. It 
appears that no other sector of our 
society or economy has picked up the 
slack." 

Nettles noted that “the success of 
the military in providing equal oppor- 
tunity to whites and blacks should 
serve as a model for the private sector. 
The rest of our society has a lot of 
catching up to do.” 

Although blacks and whites with 
similar education are ljkely to be at 
similar ranks, education levels gener- 
ally are lower for blacks, and this 
seems to have limited their advance- 
ment. A majority of black military 
officers attended historically black 
colleges and universities (HBCUs). 
HBCU graduates comprise about one- 
third of the African American officers 
in the Army and about one-fifth in the 
Navy and Air Force. 


*Annual earnings are compara- 
ble for African Americans and 
whites who have received a bache- 
lor's degree. However, among those 
with just a high school diploma. the 
average earnings of blacks are 
almost one-third less. 

“This greater gap between high 
school and college graduates under- 
scores the value of higher educational 
achievement for African Americans,” 
Nettles said. "It shows why it is 
important for blacks to continue their 
education."

Farrakhan outlines details 
of Day of Atonement

Nation of Islam leader. Minister 
Louis Farrakhan has outlined the 
details of the observance of the Holy 
Day of Atonement/Day of Absences 
set for Oct. 16, the second anniversary 
of the Million Man March. 

The day is to be observed with 
fasting from sunset Oct. 15 to sunset 
Oct. 16 and pre-dawn family prayer 
and scriptural readings on Oct. 16. 

“America is dying as we speak 
from an internal rot due to a moral 
decline into the abyss of decadence,” 
Farrakhan said. 

“When a nation’s evil outweighs 
its good, God has always sent down a 
decree of judgment and that judgment 
meant the termination of that society, 
that people or that nation,” Farrakhan 

said. 


“America is now in that unenvi- 
able position. But before He ,(God) 
brings the full weight of punishment, 
on America, He asks that America be 
called to repentance, to atone.” 
Farrakhan said that no money 
should be spent. No one should work 
or play and the Day of Atonement 
should be a time of reconciliation 


among family members with visita- 
tion to churches, mosques, temples or 
other houses of worship. 

Farrakhan also requested that all 
pastors preach a sermon on atone- 
ment, reconciliation and responsibility. 
on Sunday, Oct. 12 in preparation for 
the holy day. 

For ministers of the Nation of 
Islam and others Farrakhan has asked 
them to encourage the atonement 
process by holding an afternoon rally 
during which youth from each racial 
group can address their elders. 

“I am warning America, we are 
either going to come back to God and 
repent or God will destroy America as 
He did those before her and left them 
as a sign so that America might be 
guided and warned by their failure to 
accept guidance and warning attacks 
and repent,” 
that he is not worried about critics’ 
opinion of the Holy Day of 
Atonement. 

“Eyen if we don’t do all that we 
intended to do or desire to do, we've 
made a start," he said. 

“When we called for a million 
men to be in Washington, God helped 
to make it a reality and all the naysay- 
ers who said it couldn't happen were 
there and they saw it happen."

Minimize Health risks from

Whether your Fall activities con- 
sist of hiking and biking, rollerblading 
ог just strolling through a park, there 
is a good chance that pesky yellow 
jackets will find you. Their unwanted 
presence poses potential health haz- 
ards, particularly for people who are 
allergic to their venomous stings. 

Yellow jackets are members of 
the wasp family and sting without 
provocation. They are generally active. 
from mid-August until early 
November, when the first frost kills 
them. They usually nest in the ground 
and hover around parks and yards 
where food and beverages are present. 

For most people, stings cause 
intense pain and swelling but are 
rarely life-threatening. For people 
with severe allergic reactions—about 
опе in every 200 people—the venom 
produced by yellow jacket stings can 
be dangerous and even fatal. At least 
200 people die each year in the United 
States from allergic reactions caused 
by bee or wasp stings. There is no way 
to ascertain if you are allergic until 
you are stung. 

If you are allergic and are stung 
seek emergency medical attention 


immediately. One sting can trigger 

abdominal cramps, hives, hoarseness, 

shortness of breath, difficulty swal-- 
lowing or hypotension, a dramatic and 
potentially fatal loss of blood pres- 

sure. A person who is not allergic but 

is stung more than 50 stings in a short. 
time should also seek immediate med- 
ical attention. 

Allergy shots, known as. 
immunotherapy, can provide life-saving 
protection for those with severe allergies 
to yellow jacket venom 

Those who are allergic to insect 
stings should carry a card that indicates 
this and, if possible, an emergency med- 
ical treatment kit that contains a syringe 
and epinephrine, a drug, that counteracts 
the allergic reaction. 

A normal or mild reaction to a sting 
is characterized by swelling and blotch- 
iness which usually develops around the 
sting site within two hours. The pain and 
swelling can be relieved and the toxic 
gflects of the sting reduced by applying 
Ке and vinegar to the affected area. Wet 
‘oatmeal may also be used to soothe the 
skin surrounding the sting site. Topical 
steroids, available in cream form by 
prescription and over-the-counter, 
also may be used for relief. 

Encounters with yellow jackets 


stings of pesky Yellow Jackets 


can be minimized by using these sim- 
ple safety precautions: 

* Use an insect repellent prior to 
venturing outdoors. 

* Do not wear brightly colored 
clothing, an attraction to yellow jack- 
ets. 

* Do not wear perfume or 
cologne. 

* Cover food and drinks. Yellow 
jackets may land in an open drink con- 
tainer and then sting your lip or 
tongue. 

* Keep your distance from 
garbage receptacles, where yellow jack- 
ets linger looking for food. 

* Do not swat at yellow jackets or 
flail your arms at them because they 
may react defensively and sting you. 

* Avoid opening your car windows 
when in traffic because yellow jackets 
are curious creatures and may fly inside 
the car and sting you.

Putting Cholesterol to the test 

Who should be tested: Everyone 
aged 20 and older, according to the 
National Choles- terol Education 
Program, although some researchers 
and medical economists believe this 
may be overcautious. Their advice: Men 
with no risk factors can wait until аре:

This should be 
done once every five years, preferably 
your doctor, who can measure EDE 25.

Suggestions: Brisk walking, running, 
swimming, cycling, dancing, jumping 
rope, skating, aerobics. 


NEW YORK, N.Y.—There are 
many facts about stroke you may not 
know, but knowing the signs of this 
illness and practicing prevention can 
help prevent serious damage. 

A 1992 Gallup poll, commis- 
sioned by the National Stroke 
Association, found that 97 percent of 
adults over 50 could not name a single 
stroke warning sign, although 44 per- 
cent had suffered a stroke or had a 
family member who had. 

The warning signs can save 
you—or kill you, if ignored 

Many times, strokes are preceded 
by a “mini-stroke” or transient 
ischemic attack (TIA). A TIA typical- 
ly lasts less than five minutes and 
does not cause permanent damage, 
but it should not be ignored. Thirty- 
six percent of people who experience 
a ПА will go on to have a full stroke 
-50 percent of them will have it with- 
їп а year. Warning signs that a TIA is 
occurring include: sudden, blurred 
vision in one or both eyes, numbness 
of an arm, leg or side of the body, dif- 
ficulty speaking or, understanding lan- 
guage, difficulty swallowing and loss 
of balance

Clearly, a TIA is a serious health

concer. Yet, it can also be the wake- 
up call to intervene and prevent a 
more serious, and possibly deadly, 
full stroke. Just as research has proven 
that aspirin, when used under a physi- 
cian’s supervision, can help prevent a 
second heart attack, studies also sup- 
port its use to help prevent recurrent 
stroke. 

Ischemic strokes are similar to 
heart attacks in that they result from 
blood clots blocking blood vessels. 
By reducing the tendency of blood 
platelets to clot, aspirin allows blood 
to flow more freely throughout the 
body. 

Modifying lifestyle is impor- 
tant, too 

While aspirin therapy has been 
proven to help prevent a recurrent 
stroke, it is only part of the prevention 
equation. It also is necessary to reduce 
your risk by controlling risk factors. 
While certain risk factors, such as 
age, gender and family history, are 
uncontrollable, there are many things 
you can do to take control. Dr. 
McDowell advises patients to make 
these important lifestyle changes: 
control blood pressure, don’t smoke, 
limit alcohol, lower blood cholesterol, 
control weight and reduce everyday 
stress through exercise or relaxation.
